CONSTITUTION  AND  G0VERN3IENT 

OF    THE 

Newfoundland  Church  Society. 


NAME. 

1. — Tho  name  of  this  Society  shall  bo  '•'■  The  New- 
foundland Church  Society." 

OBJECTS. 

2.  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be,  (1)  to  con- 
tribute towards  tlie  maintcnauco  of  the  Clergy  and 
Licenced  Lay -Readers,  (2)  to  asfist  in  the  erection, 
enlargement,  or  repairs  of  Churches,  Parsonafjes,  or 
School-Kooms,  and  in  the  purcliaso  of  Land  for  Glebe 
or  other  Church  purposes,  (3)  to  provide  for  sale  a 
supply  of  Bibles,  Prayer-Books,  School-Books,  and 
otlier  Religious  Books  and  Tracts,  and  (4)  to  create 
and  maintain  a  separate  fund  for  assialing  the  Wid- 
ows and  Children  of  deceased  Clergymen  of  this 
Dioceso. 

MEMBERS. 

3.— The  members  of  this  Society  shall  be,  (1)  all 
persons  who  shall  have  paid  to  their  Clergyman  or 
the   Treasurer  tho  two  preceding  years   the  annual 
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mm  of  ten  shillingfl  for  titc  objocls  of  the  Society  ;  and 
(2)  nil  Clerrrvinnn  who  f-liall  havo  officiated  in  Ncw- 
lomidl'Aiid  or  FjabraJor  iho  two  prcccJiii^  years  with 
the  Eishop'd  liL'or.co. 

4 — All  iiicinbciB  shall  havo  power  to  vote  at  iho 
Annual  ni.d  other  guncral  luactin^d. 

OFFICERS. 

6— Tho  ofRo.erB  of  this  Socicly  shall  bo  (1)  Iho 
Lord  Oiflhop  of  iho  Dioceao,  rrcsident;  (2)  tho  Vcno- 
yablo  the  Archdcncon  and  Iho  Kiiral  Deans,  ViccPrc- 
»idcnt»i;  (3)  a  Treasurer;  and  (4)  a  Secretary;  t!io 
last  two  to  bo  chosen  bj  tho  nirnibcrs  of  tho  Society 
Ot  tho  nnniial  general  niecling;  but  in  caso  of  ret^iizna- 
tion  of  oflicc,  or  removal,  of  cilhcr  Socrotary  or  Trca. 
purer,  duiing  tho  interval  between  two  Annual  Meel- 
injr**,  tho  cemniittcc  s-huil  appoint  a  person  to  act  ia 
cither  case,    until  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

MANAGEKS. 

6. — Tho  Committoo  of  manageniont  sliall  cnnsi.?t  of 
tho  oflictrd  of  tho  Society,  and  certain  Lay-Member?, 
elected  as  Keprcj<enlulivc.^  in  eaeh  of  tho  Deaneries; 
viz.,  four  elected  by  Members  of  iho  Society  resident 
in  the  Deanery  of  Avalon  ;  llircc  by  Members  resi- 
dent in  tho  Deanery  of  Conception  Bay;  llirco  by 
McmboFR  resident  in  tho  Deai.ery  of  Trinity  Bay; 
three  by  Mem  bora  rej»idcnt  in  ilic  Deanery  ofNolrc- 
Paoie  Boy;  two  by  Members  resident  in  t!io  Deanery 
of  Placcotia  Bay;  nnd  two  by  Members  resident 
iD  the  Deanery  of  Fortune  Bay. 

7« — The  election  of  llcprescntaliveg  shall  bo  na 
follows: — On  eomu  day  in  Easter  Week,  in  the  year 
1869,  and  iu  every  succeeding  fourth  year,  a  Meclinj 
of  tho  Members  resident  in  each  mituslon,  shall  bo 
convened  by  the  Clergyman  in  charge  at  somo  conve- 
oient  hour  and  place,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given 
(with  the  Bishop's  consent)  in  each  Church  in   the 
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Mission,  on  somo  Sunday  lu  tlio  provioud  utouthj 
at  which  Mcctin::^  tho  Clergyniun,  ur  in  his  ab^ 
Bcnco,  somo  othor  person  llicn  to  ho  chosen  by  the 
Members  sliall  pi*c;-i(ie,  ami  tho  Ali'inbors  present  shall 
voto  scriatitn  lor  tlio  picecribcJ  number  of  lleprescn* 
tulivos. 

8. — When  tlic  votiiv^  (wliiuli  nKiy  bo  continued,  if 
iiccessiary,  six  hours,  but  not  lonj^cr)  \s  completed,  tho 
presiding  OHioer  in  each  Mi-^ion  shall  report  tho  ro- 
Hult  to  tho  Rural  Dean,  and  tho  persons  who  havo  ob- 
tained a  majority  of  votos  in  tlio  Deanery,  shall  bo 
elected  Representatives;  provided  that  every  person 
to  bo  a  member  of  tlic  Gommittoo  must  bo  a  Commu- 
nicant of  tlio  Churcii  of  Enjrland. 

9. — Tho  Rural  Dean  hliall  report  the  rosnlt  of  tho 
election  in  his  Deanery  to  the  Secretary  in  St.  John's, 
tho  first  conyeuieiil  opportuniiy. 

10. — Tho  new  Roprosentativea  sliall  bo  convened 
by  tho  Secretary  at  iho  Miohuolmaa  Quarterly  iMoetintr; 
until  which  time  tho  former  Represcniativos  shall 
conlinuo  in  oQlce. 

11. — As  often  as  it  shall  bocomo  nevics?ary,  from  tho 
death,  absence  froiu  tho  Colony,  resignation,  disqnaii* 
ficatioD,  or  refusal  to  servo,  of  any  of  tho  Reprcden. 
tatives,  to  appoint  another  or  others  in  their  place,  a 
Fpecial  moeting  of  the  Members,  in  liio  Deanery  whero 
the  vacancy  has  arisen,  shall  (a^  soon  an  tho  Rural 
Dean,  or,  in  his  absence  tho  Clergyman  next  senior 
ia  standing  in  tho  Dioceso  may  in  his  discretion 
appoint)  be  convened  in  liko  manner  as  tho  Easter 
meeting,  when  the  required  Represcntativo  or  Rcpre* 
eentatives  shall  in  liko  manner  bo  elected. 

12. — The  President,  or  a  Vicc-Piesident,  and  six 
other  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  competent 
to  manage  tho  business  at  every  meeting  duly  con- 
venod. 
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13. — All  Clergymen  of  the  Dioceae  holdiDg  the 
Bishop's  licence,  shall  be  ex-officio  honorary  Members 
of  the  Committee  with  the  light  of  speaking,  but  not, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Officers,  of  voting  at  its 
Meetings. 

TRUSTEE. 

14. — The  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  the 
Trustee  of  this  Society,  and  shall  have  power  to  let 
or  to  take  houses  or  lands,  and  to  receive  all  rents 
and  intercut  of  monies  as  the  same  shall  fall  due,  and 
shall  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being- 
taking  his  receipt,  and  handing  it  over  to  the  Commit' 
teo. 

GENERAL  MEETINGS. 

15. — An  annual  General  Meeting  of  the  members 
and  friends  of  tho  Society  shall  be  holden  in  St. 
John's  on  the  second  Thursday  after  Trinity  Sunday, 
or  as  soon  after  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint.  Tlie  Se« 
cretary  shall  give  notice  to  each  of  tho  Clergymen  in 
St.  John's,  who  shall  publish  it  (with  the  Bishop's  con- 
sent) in  hid  Church  on  the  previous  Sunday. 

16. — At  the  annual  general  meeting  a  report  on  tho 
state  of  the  Society,  with  the  Treasurer's  accounts 
duly  audited,  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Committee,  to 
be  printed,  or  otherwise,  as  shall  be  then  and  there 
determined  by  the  members. 

17. — A  special  general  meeting  may  be  convened 
at  any  time,  (1^  by  the  President;  (2^  by  a  Vice-Pre- 
sidents and  six  members  of  the  Committee ;  or  (3)  by 
any  twelve  members  of  the  Society  whose  payments 
are  not  in  arrear;  provided  notice  of  such  meeting 
be  duly  given  as  in  the  case  of  annual  general  meet- 
ings. 

18. — The  Chairman  shall  not  vole  at  any  general 
meeting,  except  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes. 
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COLLECTIONS. 

19. — It  13  expected  that  a  Collection  for  tho  varioiig 
objects  of  tho  Society  will  bo  mado  ovary  year  by  orery 
Clergyman  in  tho  Dioccso,  from  every  li-jiid  of  a  rumi- 
ly  and  every  mlult  moinber  ot  t!50  Cimrch  in.  bi^  MI.-j- 
eion,  assisted  if  need  bo  by  liis  Ciiurjli-vuiilona  aad 
other  rc3poctabL3  Mombord  of  his  (Jo.i'^fc^Mtion. 

20. — Every  Clcrxyinan  shall  transmit  to  llio  Socro- 
tary,  a  list  of  tho  Cuniribiitora  to  t!jo  objects  of  t!io 
Society  in  hi^  ^Mii.iion,  v/Itii  tho  amount  of  ihoir  seve- 
ral payments,  and  to  the  Troasurci*  one  fourth  at  least 
of  his  whole  Culloctions,  on  or  bclorc  tho  Liit  day  in 
every  year,  or  as  soon  after  as  prautioable. 

N.B. — Thi^  llulo  doe3  not  apply  to  t!ic  Clergy  of 
St.  John'wS,  who  shall  send  la  tho  whole  of  their  Col- 
lections to  the  Treasurer. 

21. — All  Clergymen  who  have  collected  as  far  as 
possible  Irora  every  head  of  a  family,  and  from  every 
adult  Member  of  the  Cirarch  in  their  rai.-^sion^,  toivardi 
tho  objects  of  tho  Society,  for  tho  two  years  immo- 
diatoly  prccediug,  and  who  havo  romiao.l  to  tno  Tiea- 
surer  one-foarth  of  the  wholo  C  ;llecti  >!ir^,  sli.itl  ho 
entitled  to  asaistaucj  from  tho  funds  of  tho  Society 
towards  any  of  its  objects  in  their  own  Mi.-sion;  pro- 
vided that  no  Clergyman  shall  make  a  coiloction  for 
his  own  maintenance  separate  frorj,  or  independent  of 
the  general  callcction;  and  that  paw-rents  and  as- 
sessments bo  not  con-;iderod  as  part  of  tho  na'd  col- 
lection or  collections. 

gra:;ts. 

22. — It  shall  bo  tho  duty  of  tho  Comraitfco  todeter- 
mino  from  timo  to  time  on  tho  appropriation  of  tho 
Funds,  by  making  grants  towards  tho  objects  of  tho 
Society  under  the  rccommendatioa  and  sanction  of  tho 
President. 

23. — No  Clergyman  declining  or  neglecting  to  col-

loot  for  the  Society,  or  to  transmit  a  list  of  tho  con- 
tiibntors  and  tl'cir  payment^,  nii<-l  a  lourlli-|)art  of  !;i,', 
cullcciion  (a:s  diri'Ci.Ml  in  Uulo  20)  fljul!  bo  (;iiliil«'.i 
to  receive  any  cr.iiiti  l'«'0!n  '.he  rfocicty,  lor  IjIm&L'll.  uv 
f  >r  any  ol  tlic  objects  ol'iho  i*ociety,  in  hid  Miasioij ;  pro- 
vided that  where  a  collection  has  been  duly  made, 
and  tho  list  with  the  fourth-part  of  tho  collections 
transmitted  for  the  two  previous  years  by  his  prede- 
cessor, any  Clergyman  newly  in  charge  may,  bcloro 
Bending  his  first  annual  collections,  ask  and  receive  for 
any  of  tho  objects  of  tho  Society,  excepting  only  his 
own  maintenance. 

24. — It  shall  bo  competent  to  the  Committee  to 
make  grants  in  the  usaal  manner  to  any  Mission,  in 
connexion  with  tho  Society,  which  supports  its  own 
Clergyman ;  and  any  such  Mission  shall  be  held  to  bo 
in  connection  with  the  Society  whose  Clergyman  sub- 
scribes ten  shillings,  and  makes  a  collection  iu  his 
Mission,  annually,  towards  tho  generrJ  funds  of  tho 
Society. 

25. — If  a  Clergyman  leave  his  Mission  before  the 
time  for  sending  in  his  annual  collection,  the  Commit- 
tee shall  have  power,  on  tho  recommendation  of  tho 
President,  to  grant  him  a  sum  which  shall  appear 
equitable. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

26. — In  tho  absence  of  t'je  President,  tho  Archdea- 
con, or,  in  his  absence,  tho  Senioi  Vice-President 
Bhall  take  the  Chair  at  all  meetings  of  tho  Committee 
or  Members,  and  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

27. — Tho  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  for- 
warded to  him  for  tho  objects  of  tho  Society,  and  shall 
pay  or  disburse  tho  same  as  determined  by  tho  Com- 
mittee, and  shall  furnish  to  tho  President  and  Com* 
mittee  a  statement  of  accounts  up  to  thu  day  appoint' 
ed  for  auditing  the  same. 
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28. — No  money  shall  bo  paid  or  disbursed  by  tho 
Treasurer  except  on  a  written  order,  specifying  tho 
amount  to  be  paid,  and  its  object;  wljich  order  must 
be  signed  bj  tho  Chairman  of  tiio  Comrniticc  at  which 
the  grant  was  made,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  Senior 
Officer  of  tho  Society  in  St  John's. 

29. — The  Committee  shall  meet  for  dcspalch  of 
business  in  St  John's,  on  the  first  Thursday  after  every 
quarter  day,  at  2  o'cloclc,  p.m. 

30. —  A.  special  nieetinnj  of  tho  Committee  may  bo 
convened  at  any  time,  eitijcr  [I]  by  liio  Prcfidtnt, 
or  [2]  by  two  Vicc-l'rcsidents ;  or  [3j  by  any  live 
members  of  the  Committee;  provided  due  notice  of 
such  meeting  with  its  object  be  given  the  day  before 
to  all  tho  other  members  of  the  Comniitlco  in  St. 
Jolin's. 

31. — At  a  special  meeting  to  bo  holden  seven  days 
before  the  annual  meeting,  tlie  Committee  shall  op- 
point  two  of  tiicir  number  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  up  to  that  season,  which  accounts  examined, 
approved,  and  signed  by  tho  amlitors  as  correct, 
fIjuU  bo  submitted  to  ilic  Committee  to  be  by  thcni 
incorporated  in  or  appended  to  t!ic  next  yearly  Report, 
ar.d  bo  p!c:-:ri]l('d  to  the  members  at  the  next  aiiuual 
f^cnciul  meeting. 

32. — Tiie  Comniiitce  f^liall  fix  tho  salary  "f  the  Se- 
cretary,   and  shall   provide  for  all    tlio  cunliugent  ex- 
penses of  ihe  Comnntleo  and  the  Society. 
DUTIES  OF  THE  SEURETAUY. 

33. — Tlio  Secretary  shall  summon  and  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Committee  and  Members,  and  f-liall 
arrange  the  busines.s,  and  record  minutes  of  the  sa.iio 
to  be  signed  by  tho  Chuirman.  lie  shall  prepare  tho 
annual  report,  and  superintend  the  printing  of  tho 
same ;  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  tho 
Clergy  and  others  on  behalf  of  tho  Committee  j  and 
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shall  bo  responsible  for  the  safe  custody  of  all  books, 
receipts  and  papers  belonging  to  Iho  Socictj. 


rRAYEIlS. 


34. — All   incctin!^3   oC  tlio  Society,  or  of  t1)0  Co 
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mitlec,  sliall  be  opLnod  ai.il  cl)setl  wiili  the  piaycrd 
used  at  iho  mceiiii^;.;  ul'  Uie  h-'o^i'ty  for  Ihc;  i'»op;i,i;u- 
tion  of  tlio  Go>pel,  or  others  provided  fur  ihc  puvpOiO 
by  the  lji:5liop  of  iho  l)ioci:.o. 

ALTEUATIOX  OF  RULES. 
35. — Tlicso  Rules  may  lo  altcrc d,  repealed,  or  ad- 
ded to  by  ilic  Mciubci'd  as.-^(Mnbled  at  anv  liencral  inoct- 
iiif^;  provided  the  propotod  altcnUioii  lias  been  fctat- 
cd  in  writing  by  any  pernor.  iulci:dinur  to  ])ropo>-;o  it 
to  tho  Secretary  nt  Iviihi  a  nioutli  belure,  ior  the  in- 
fonnaliou  of  tho  Prcfciideni;  and  Comn^ittec,  and  ti)ut 
assent  1ms  been  given  to  it  by  tho  President  and  a 
ma]ori(y  of  the  wiiolc  Committee  convened  for  its 
consideration ;  and  provided  also,  that  it  fchall  bo 
competent  to  the  ^:c^ident  to  propose  any  alteration 
to  a  general  meeting,  notwithstanding  such  alteration 
may  not  have  received  the  absent  of  the  Committee. 

NEW  DEAXEPJES. 
SG. — New  Deaneries  created  by  the  Lord  Bisdiop  of 
tho  Diocese  shall  be  allowed  to  elect  Ucprcsentatives; 
provided  that  in  cvciy  Deanery  there  shall  be  at 
least  two  resident  Clergymen,  and  ten  Churches  and 
Congregations. 


Note. — While  it  is  expected  that  every  Clergyman 
in  the  Colony  will  make  a  yearly  collection  for  tho 
promotion  of  the  objects  of  tho  Church  Society,  and 
impress  upon  every  individual  under  his  Pa&toral 
charge,  tho  obligations  by  which  ho  is  bound  to  con- 
tribute thereto,  year  by  year,-^the  system  of  tho 
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Churob  Society  does  not  require?  any  Clergyman  to 
witlihold  tlio  ordinaacoa  of  tlio  Ciiurcli  iu  any  caso  of 
rofusal  or  neglect  to  pay  towards  his  support.

Proposed  by  C.  F.  Bennett,  Esq.,  and  seconded  by 
the  Hon.  IT.  W.  Hoyles,— 

Thftt  the  Report  now  read,  wlih  the  Treasurer's  accounts  be  adopt- 
ed and  publibhed. 

Proposed  by  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Wood,  and  seconded 
by  J.  Tnnbridjaje.  Es^q., — 

That  this  meelinq^  desires  to  aokno\vledj?e  with  reverence  and 
gratitude,  the  mercy  and  goodness  of  GoD  to  tlie  Church  Society, 
durinif  the  past  year. 

Proposed  by  the  lion.  Jiidfio  Robinson,  and  second- 
ed by  the  Rev.  G.  M.  Johnson, — 

That  we  receive  with  peculiar  satisraction  and  thankfulness  the  an- 
nouncement of  a  determination  to  attempt  the  establisliment  of  Mis- 
oions  in  White  Ray,  on  the  Extern,  and  Bay  of  Islands  on  the 
Weatfrn  coast  of  the  so-called  French  Shore;  on  the  piinciple  of 
requiring  the  people  to  support  their  Clergyman, 

Proposed  by  P.  B.  T.  Carter,  Esq.,  and  second- 
ed by  W.  II.  Mare,  Esq., — 

Tiiat  we  desire  to  expreas  our  deep  sense  of  the  loss  which  the 
Society  will  sustain,  in  the  departure  of  his  His  Excellency  tho 
Governor,  our  much  esteemed  Patron,  and  Lndy  13;  nnermhn  ;  with 
our  earnest  hopes  and  prayers  for  their  future  peace  and  hap  iness.

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REPORT  FOR  18G3, 


Tlio  oventa  affecting  the  Church  Society,  in  caoh 
succeeding  year,  though  always  important  in  thctn- 
belvcs,  and  interesting  to  the  members  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  are  so  generally  uniform,  or  similar  in 
character,  that  no  report  can  present  the  attractions 
of  novelty.  Indeed  it  may  bo  feared,  that  ,in  conse- 
quence of  the  frequent  repetition  of  the  same,  or  simi- 
lar statements,  both  the  Reports  and  Anniversaries  fail 
in  some  degree  of  their  desired  profitable  effect.  For 
it  ought  to  be  ever  borne  in  mind  tliat  the  Report  of 
a  Church  Society  is  not  intended  as  a  bare  statement 
oC  facts  and  circumstances,  nor  tho  Anniversary  Meet, 
ing  an  occasion  *and  opportunity  only  of  making  and 
hearing  speeches ;  but  it  is  hoped  that  reported  suc- 
cess and  advancement  may  excite  feelings  of  thankful- 
ness to  Almighty  God  and  bo  an  encouragement  to 
further  exertions,  in  dependence  on  the  Divine  help  and 
blessing;  while  failure  should  convince  us  of  our  own 
weakness,  or  show  where  end  how  we  have  fallen  short 
of  our  duty,  and  determino  us,  by  God's  grace,  to  sup- 
ply deficiencies  or  correct  defeats.  And  if  a  Report 
is,  of  necessity,  in  tho  main  retrospective,  it  is  always 
hoped  and  expected  that  it  will  elicit  speeches  and  re- 
marks  tending  to  promote  its  objects  and  further  its 
designs.  It  is  devoutly  to  bo  wished  that  the  Society's 
Twenty-third  Anniversary  and  Report  may  not  for 
wont  of  novel  and  striking  features  be  regarded  with 
indifference,  or  bo  foi gotten  as  soon  as  over.  The 
Committee  hope  and  believe  that  tho  events  and  cir- 
cumstances to  bo  brought  before  year  notice  arc  cal-

culaltid  to  increase  your  interest  in,  and  endcavourd 
for,  the  prot^roaa  and  prosperity  of  the  Society,  wliea 
you  perceive  aLd  consider  how  <^reatly  tlio  cause  of 
Ciirist'a  Cliurch  and  true  religion  lias  been,  and  is,  pro- 
moted by  its  operutions,  and  liow  Iar<;cly  the  ephero 
of  those  operation'',  with  their  holy  and  blessed  ef<« 
lectf,  mav  bo  and  siioui'l  be  extended  in  this  diocesot 
Tho  Gommictee  have  great  pleasure  ir.  being  able  to 
assure  you  and  the  members  of  tho  Church  generally 
that,  however  far  short  of  what  may  bo,  and  it  is 
humbly  hoped  will  bo,  effected  by  its  instrumentality, 
the  affairs  and  prospects  of  the  society  were  never  on 
the  whole  in  a  more  satisfactory  and  promising  condi« 
tion ;  whether  as  regards  tho  funds  contributed,  or  the 
purposes  to  which  they  are,  and  will  be  applied.  It 
id  Indeed  a  subject  ot  never  ceasing  regret  that  so 
many  of  the  Missions  are  still  kept  from  that  commun- 
ion and  co-operation,  which,  it  productive  of  no  im* 
mediate  and  material  benefit  to  themselves,  (a  result 
it  might  be  hoped,  not  always  insisted  on) — if  produc- 
tive of  no  present  and  material  benefit  to  them<!elves, 
in  respect  of  Income,  or  Church,  or  Parsonage-house, 
would  assuredly  strengthen  the  Church  spiritually  and 
increase  its  efficiency,  and  bring  down  tho  blessing 
promised  to  those  "  who  are  of  one  mind  in  a  House." 
But  still  further,  if  every  mission,  sending  to  the  Trea- 
surer one-tourtb  of  the  general  collection,  may  receive 
on  any  particular  occasion,  far  more  than  the  amount 
contributed,  tho  interests  of  every  Mission  would  sure- 
ly in  turn  be  served  by  such  association.  And  that 
such  has  been  the  case — that  every  Mission  contribut- 
ing to  the  funds  of  tho  Society  has  received  back,  up- 
on requiring  and  asking  assistance,  more  than  tho 
amounts  paid  in, — might  very  easily  be  shewn  by  re- 
ference to  the  accounts  of  Recqipt  and  Expenditure. 
This  remark  applies  of  course  to  the  Out  port  Midsious  j 
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tho  town  of  St.  Jolina  always,  as  in  duly  bound,  oontrU 
butin^,  beyond  tho  rcquiremontd  of  its  ovn  Olcrgj 
and  Churches,  for  tho  neccsailics  of  poorer  Missions. 
Bat  suppose  it  wore  otherwise,  suppose  the  case  of  a 
Mission  contributing  ycur  after  year,  for  many  years, 
one  fourth  of  the  Collections,  ond  asking  for  nothinji; 
in  return,  should  it  not  bo  an  occasion  of  joy  and 
thankfulness  that  by  throwing  this  contribution  into 
the  common  fund,  the  Church  has  been  strengthened 
and  extended  in  other  parts  of  tho  Diocoso  i  Let  it 
never  bo  forgotten  that  through  theso  combined  contri- 
butions,— besides  the  assistance  given  to  the  Clergy 
or  their  Missions,  year  after  year,  in  the  erection  or 
repair  of  Churches  and  Parsonage  houses,  and  the  pur- 
chase of  land  for  Church  purposes, — the  foundation  of 
tho  Fund  for  tho  Widows  and  Orphans  of  tho  Clergy 
was  laid  by  a  grant  of  X500,  and  more  recently  by  u 
grant  of  of  jG300,  a  Depot  established  for  the  salo  of 
Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  other  religious  Books  and 
Tracts  published  by  the  Society  for  Promoting  Christi- 
an Knowledge,  and  lastly  and  especially,  half  the  annu- 
al stipend  of  two  additional  Missionaries  provided. 
Theso  considerations,  it  is  hoped,  will  furnish  a  reply 
to  tho?e  persons  who  not  unnaturally  or  unreasonably 
complain  of  the  limited  extent  of  the  Society's  opera- 
tions. But  on  this  point  we  would  be  permitted  to 
quote  some  remarks  in  the  Lord  Bishop's  last  Chari^o 
to  the  Clergy,  two  years  ago.  "  With  regard  to  oar 
Church  Society  though  it  is  much  to  be  lamented  that 
80  few  of  the  Missions  assist,  and  are  assisted  by  it,  yet 
when  it  appears  that  in  the  last  twelve  months/'  (in 
'•  the  year  1861)"  not  less  than  £800  have  been  grant- 
ed to  the  various  objects  directly  contemplated  in  its 
rules,  and  that  there  still  remains  in  the  Treasurer's 
hands  a  balance  of  j£Tll,  we  cannot,  I  think,  complain 
of  failure.    Except   tho  usual  appropriations  to  tho 
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Clcr^ry  in  St  Johns,  tlio  payment  to  tlio  Secretary,  tlio 
l'rii)tin;j;,  and  other  tiilliii^  iniHCcUatieousoxpciiRo.s,  tlio 
residue,  it  will  be  scon,  had  boon  expended  wholly  for 
tho  bonolit  oi  tho  Outharboi*  Missions, i/tamot</t<  threa 
times  what  they  have  contributed.^^  •'  1  dodiro",  tho 
Bishop  proccedfl,  "  to  express  luy  sincere  gratitude  to 
thoso  who  hnvo  enabled  mo  to  assist  so  largely  so 
many  important  and  sacred  objects."  Tho  Bibhop 
then  brings  forward  ono  of  many  instances  where  tho 
refusal  to  co-operate  with  tho  Society  prevented  nmch 
needed  a.^siatanco  which  would  otherwise  have  been 
gladly  rendered.  "  Tho  late  calamitous  fire  at  Port 
do  Grave,  (which  swept  away  one  of  tho  best  Par- 
Bonago  houses  in  tho  Diocese,)  and  tho  narrow  cs* 
copo  from  liko  destruction  of  tho  new  Church  and 
Parsonage  at  Topsail,  will,  1  conceive,  shew  tho 
advantage  of  having  a  claim  upon  such  a  fund  as 
that  of  tho  Church  Society.  Towards  tho  purchase 
of  the  Parsonage  at  Port  do  Grave,  twelve  years  ago, 
XlOO  was  granted  by  the  Society,  and  it  would  have, 
been  a  pleasure,  1  believe,  to  the  Committee  to  havo 
made  a  similar  or  larger  grant,  in  that  Mission's  groat* 
or  need,  if  contributions  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
had  been  duly  continued."  Such  are  the  Bishop's  re- 
marks,  and  they  receive  now  additional  .weight  from 
tho  fact  that  although  considerable  subscriptions  wera 
given  by  private  friends  for  tho  erection  of  another 
Parsonage,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Port  de  Grave  havo 
given  what  assistance  they  could,  tho  house  is  not  yet 
completed,  and  tho  Missionary  resides  in  a  rented 
bouse,  iu  another  part  of  the  Mission. 

The  actual  incomo  of  the  Society  during  tho  past 
year,  that  is,  between  the  last  and  present  Annivers* 
ary,  as  shown  by  tho  Treasurer's  Accounts,  has  boon 
£1,003  53.  2d.  of  which  over  £710  havo  been  collect- 
ed in  St.  Johu't!,  leaving  about  £290  aa  tho  contribu-

tion  of  tho  vniions  Oiiiljarboi'H  wliich  liavo  connected 
thoinsolvos  with  llio  goG»oty.  It  i  lUst  however  bo  al- 
wnys  boriio  in  uiinj,  qs  reniarkcci  in  one  of  tho  So 
civty's  lornior  ri'porta,  that  tliii  latter  aiim  ri'prcsontd 
nearly  X  1,200  cntributcJ  in  thoao  MifjioiiH,  ae  three 
fourths  of  cvovy  such  collection  may  (rxcopt  in  St» 
John's)  bo  rottiined  toward!*  tbo  MiHsiunaiy'.s  own 
uso  or  niaincenanco.  On  the  wholo,  thoup;h  tho 
amount  in  souio  instances  U  very  small  and  much  re* 
duccd  from  former  years,  tho  total  sum  U  lar^or  tlitin 
that  of  any  year,  since  thu  Uulo  was  {lussed  requiring 
only  onc-fuurth  of  liie  collections  to  bo  remitted  to  tho 
Treasurer.  Apain,  wbilo  only  two  Ali.^sions  of  thoso 
which  contributed  last  year  have  made  uo  return,  and 
both  of  thcso  may  yet  be  expected,  it  will  bo  aeon 
that  Bovon  new  lists  have  boon  forwarded  with  (in  all 
but  two  instances)  the  full  fourth  part  of  tho  collection, 
in  thoso  two  a  portion  only.  Tho  following  aro  the 
amounts  reported.

Ot  these,  while  some  hare  fallen  short  of  former 
years,  particolarly  those  in  the  nci|2hbourhood  of  St. 
/  John's,  (in  consoquonce  no  doubt  of  the  acknowledged 

great  failure  of  the  fishery.)  others  have  proportion- 
///^^^^^^ably  advanced.  The  Committee  cannot  help  noticing 
/  "^  with  regret  that  from  Fortune  Bay,  in  the  day  of  its 

cutt^^  ^^  .prosperity,  no  returns  have  been  received,  while  the 
ttf  L/  J     Collections  in  St.  John's,  during  a  season  of  ranch 
/^^^^^y   difficulty  and  distress,  are  the  largest,  it  is  believed, 
ever  made.    Still  there  are  too  many  in  St  John's,  as 
elsewhere,  who  receive  the  services  of  the  Church  and 
Clergy  without  any  due  acknowledgement,     Surely  it 
is  not  too  much  to  expect  that  all,  according  to  their 
means,  should  make  some  sacrifices,  if  need  be,  in  re- 
turn for  their  great  blessings  and  privileges  as  Chris- 
tians and  Churchmen,  particularly  in  this  city  where  the 
means  of  grace  are,  by  God's  blessing,  so  constantly 
and    abundantly    provided.      Surely  such   sacrifices 
-  should  be  made  cheerfully  and  thankfully,  and  not,  as 

we  have  reason  to  know  la  sometimes  the  case,  '*  now 
coldly  given,  now  utterly  refused."  **  If  thou  hast 
much  give  plenieovsli/f  if  thou  hast  little,  do  thy  dili- 
gen<ie  glddly  to  give  of  that  little,  Jor  so  gntherest 
thou  thyself  a  good  reward  in  the  day  of  necessity." 
Taking  the  average  of  the  amounts  reported, — omit- 
ting only  St.  John's,  the  largest,  and  Quidi  Vidi,  the 
smallest,  (both  exceptional  cases,) -—it  will  appear 
that,  if  all  the  other  Missions  had  made  returns,  the 
sum  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  would  have 
been,  (besides,  and  in  addition  to,  the  collections  la 
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the  Capital,)  =£455;  representing,  with  the  three 
fourths  retained  by  the  Clergyman,  the  sum  of  £1820, 
or  with  the  collections  in  St.  John's  about  £2,550. 

Besides  the  usual  appropriations  to  the  support  of 
the  Clergy  in  St.  John's,  which,  in  consequence  of  the 
abdcnco  of  tlio  Incumbent  of  the  Cathedral  are  up- 
wards of  c£150  less  than  in  former  years,  the  follow- 
ing grants  have  been  paid  towards  the  other  objects 
of  the  Society,  viz.

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And  there  are  still  outstanding  Grants  to  Out  har- 
bor Missions  to  the  amount  of  nearly  £200. 
It  eeOms  needful  to  remark  here  that  rule  20  ro- 
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qni'ro3  a  bona  fide  fourth  of  tho  amount  collected  Ui 
any  Mission  to  be  rcmiited  to  the  Treasurer,  to  ensure 
tho  printing  and  publicaUon  of  the  names  of  tho  Sub- 
scribers. Any  sums  required  for  local  uses  will  be 
granted  out  of  tho  fourth  on  application  by  tho  Mis- 
sionary; thoiTgh  it  is  hoped  that  some  balnnce,  as 
much  as  can  tjo  spared,  will  bo  aWaya  left  for  mutual 
general  use ;  to  be  refunded,  with  additions,  when  re- 
quired for  any  particular  purpose,  to  each  Midsiou 
in  turn. 

The  Comrnittco  arc  of  opinion  that  it  would  tend 
to  uDiformity  of  action  throufjhout  tho  Diocese,  in 
making  collections  for  the  Society,  and  to  the  increase 
of  the  collections,  if  blank  forms  were  furnished  to 
every  Clergyman,  in  which  he  might  insert  tho  names 
of  all  those  members  of  his  congregation  to  whom  he 
thinks  it  his  duty  to  make  application  for  a  contribu- 
tion, and  the  araou.it  contributed  by  each.  Tho  forms 
80  filled  up  to  bo  returned,  v;ith  the  fourth  of  the  col- 
lections, to  tho  Secretary  or  Treasurer.  Such  forma 
will  henceforward  bo  furnished  to  tho  Olergy. 

Tho  Clergy  Widows  and  Orphans  Fund  appears  to 
bo  well  sustained.  Through  tho  good  providence  of 
(tod  there  is  siiil  only  one  pensioner  on  tho  Fund.  In 
conscquenco  of  tho  removal  of  several  Clergy  to  dis- 
tant and  lesp  healthy  Dioce.ses  it  has  been  thought  ne- 
cessary to  increase  in  future  the  amount  of  the  annual 
aubsoription  to  be  paid  by  those  Clergymen  who,  after 
leaving  Newfoundland,  desire  to  continue  their  claim 
upon  the  fund.  The  new  Rule  however  does  not,  and 
will  not,  affect  tho  interests  of  tho  widows  or  children 
of  any  Missionaries  who  joined  tho  fund  before  tho 
alteration  ;  but,  looking  forward  to  the  certainty  of  a 
much  larger  demand  upon  the  income  ot  tho  charity,  it 
appeared  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pearson,  who  suggested  the  al- 
teration; and  to  the  members  of  tho  Society  who  con- 
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Curred  ia  it,  that  the  familiea  of  those  Clergy,  who 
are  content  to  remiiia  in  a  poor  Diocese  should  not  suf- 
fer through  the  removal  oftliose  who  are  are  allured 
by  brighter  prospects  to  other  and  lesd  healthy  coun-i 
tried.  The  alteration  was  very  carefully  consiticroJ, 
and  several  of  the  Clergy  attended  specially  oq  the 
occasion. 

The  actual  income  of  the  Fund  tills  year  including 
donations  and  interest  ot  loans  amounts  to  £319  43. 
10  I.  The  capital  is  now  upwards  of  £2000,  of  which 
c£1175  isinvo.^tcd  at  6  per  cint.  Tiie  remainder  bears 
interest,  in  the  ]3ank,  of  3  per  cent,  but  will  soon,  it  ia 
hoped,  be  more  profitably  invested. 

The  Committee  cannot  mention  t!io  narao  ot  Mr. 
Pearson  without  oxpresjinu;  ttieir  {^ratofil  sense  of  his 
valuable  services  as  Secretary  of  the  Church  Society. 
Appointed  to  the  olfii^e,  on  the  Bishop's  recommen- 
dation, directly  after  his  arrival  in  the  Diocese,  with- 
out any  previous  knowledge  of  the  Clorj^y,  or  tlieir 
Missions,  he  soon  by  careful  and  unremitting  attention 
gained  all  requisite  information,  and  won  their  res- 
pect and  regard.  lie  assisted  <;rcatly  in  establishing 
the  Clergy  Widows  and  Orphans  Fund,  on  what  was 
supposed  a  secure  foundation;  but  when,  on  looking 
forward  ho  saw  reason  to  apprehend  that  at  some  future, 
though  distant,  day,  the  demands  on  the  fund  might  ex- 
ceed the  income,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  sus^gest  an  alte- 
ration, which,  as  already  rcnmrked,  resulted  in  the  new 
Rule  14;  applicable  however  only  in  the  caso  of  future 
members. 

Again,  when  it  was  determined  to  relievo  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  the  care  and  expense  of  the  Book  Deposi- 
tory, and  the  management  was  entrusted  to  a  sub-com- 
mittee, Afr.  Pearson  engaged  in  the  wouk  with  his  usual 
zeal  and  discretion,  and  by  strict  attention  to  the  ac- 
counts, and  vi'jilancc  in  taking  stock  at  the  appointed 
times,  and  judicious  expenditure  of  the  Society's  li-

t)orat  grant  (provionaly  referred  to)  placed,  and  hai 
left,  this  important  branch  of  tho  Socioty'a  operations 
in  a  very  flourishing  condition.     During  the  past  year 
there  has  been  received  by  thesub-coinaiitteo  from  tho 
sale  of  Bibles,  Booka  of  Common  Prayer,  Hymn  Books 
and  other  religious  and  useful  publications,  (tho  Book' 
seller's    pcr-ceutage  being    deducted,)    tho    sum    of 
£101  14s.  II d ;  an  increase  of  not  less  than  50  per  cent 
upon  the  first  half  years  sales  under  the  new  manage* 
nient.  A.  balanced  account  will  be  presented,  by  which 
it  will  be  seen  that,  alter  payment  of  all  expenses  due  to 
the  present  time,  a  balance  remains  of  £IS  Is.  Od.j 
while  the  stock  in  hand,  together  with  tho  furniture,  may 
be  fairly  valued  at  little  loss  than  X300,  the  amount  of 
the  Society's  grant.    Tho  Subcommittee  in  presenting 
their  report  have  sugfrested  the  desirableness  of  devis* 
ing   some   means   whereby    tho    expense    attendant 
upon   tho  sales  may  be  lessened,   with  a  view  to  a 
wider  circulation    of  tho   many    valuable    books   at 
present  in  stock.    Tho  Committee.,  of  course,  recog- 
nize  the  propriety    and   advantage  of  offering    tho 
books  at  as  low  a  price  as  possible,  consistently  with 
safe  custody,  an  eligible  and  respectable  locality,  and 
the  power  and  will  to  attend  to  the  sommissions  from 
the  Outports,  and,  what  is  ol  primary  importance,  tho 
certainty  of  keeping  up  the  fund  for  a  continued  sup- 
ply of  books.     The  Committee  have  the  question  under 
consideration,  and  will  gladly  adopt  any  well  consider- 
ed alterations,  as  to  economy  or  otherwise,  which  may 
at  any  time  be  practicable.     It  is  desirable  that  the 
Clergy,  and  others  interested  in  Schools,  should  be  in- 
foruiod  that  the  Sub-committee  have  lately  added  to 
their  stock  a  supply  of  tho  Christian  Knowledge  So- 
ciety's  excellent  reading   and  other  School  Books, — 
Grammars,  Geographies,  English  Histories,  &c.,  which, 
if  slightly  higher  in  price  than  similar  works  publiahed 
by  other  Societies,   will  bo  found  fully  to  justify  tho 
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difforeneo  by  their  supcflor  quality.  A  large  supply  of 
tho  Society's  llycnn  13oolc,  wiiiuli  has  proved  so  gene* 
rally  acceptable  in  the  Diocese,  is  always  on  hand. 
Tho  amount  rcolized  by  tho  sale  of  these  books,  since 
their  introductioa  in  tho  Churches,  has  been  of  ^n« 
eidorablo  benefit  to  tho  Depository. 

The  departuro  of  our  much  valued  Secretary  at  this 
juncture  has  shown  tho  necessity  of  somo  alteration  or 
modification  of  tho  5lh  Standing  Ilulo  of  tho  Society, 
which  directs  that  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  should 
bo  elected  at  tho  annual  general  Meeting.  The  con- 
Bequcnco  is  that  since  the  departure  of  Mr.  Pearson 
tho  Society  has  been  and  still  (at  this  important 
juncture)  is  without  a  Secretary,  and  had  not  the 
Bishop  obtained  tho  assistance  of  the  llcv.  Mr.  Tem- 
ple, thero  would  have  been  some  difficulty  in  hold- 
ing tho  Anniversary  Meeting,  or,  at  least,  in  present- 
ing a  Report.  Tho  inconvenience  might  be  still 
greater  if  our  excellent  Treasurer  should  remove,  or  rc- 
linquieh  his  ofiico  (of  which,  however,  we  earnestly 
hope  there  is  no  prospect,)  and  no  person  deputed  to 
undertake  his  very  responsible  and  by  no  means  easy 
duties.  To  meet  this  dilficulty  the  Bishop,  as  empower- 
ed by  Rule  34,  will  submit  to  this  Meeting  a  new  Rulo 
giving  authority  to  the  Committee  to  appoint,  in  the  caso 
of  removal,  or  relinquishment  of  office,  of  cither  Secre- 
tary or  Treasurer,  somo  person  or  persons  to  act 
provisionally  until  tho  next  general  Meeting.  On  tho 
present  occasion  tho  members  now  present  will  ap- 
point their  Treasurer  and  Secretary  as  usual,,  for  tho 
ensuing  year. 

Since  our  last  Anniversary  two  now  and  beautiful 
Churches  have  boon  consecrated  in  tho  Mission  of 
Forryland,  both  of  which  were  assisted  by  tho  grants 
of  this  Society;  four  others — two  in  Conception  Bay, 
and  two  in  Trinity  Bay — aro  ready  for  consecration, 
three  of  ibeie  also  have  received  grants  of  ^50  each; 
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eight  or  nijo  moro  are  in  coureo  of  erection  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  Diocese,  four  of  which  are  near 
completion,  two  of  tliem  on  the  coast  of  Labrador. 
Grants  of  X75  have  been  promised  to  three  ;  and  all,  in 
mis^DS  connected  with  the  Society,  may  expect  help  if 
reqowed.  This  statement,  it  is  presumed,  willsufiicieutly 
establish  the  benefit  done  and  doinp  by  ll)c  Society  iu 
this  branch  of  its  opcintions.  It  is  more  tlian  proba- 
ble that  without  the  cncou', asomciit  and  at^sistaiico 
thus  afforded,  there  would  Iiuve  been  much  greater  de- 
lay and  difficulty,  iu  several  cases,  both  in  comuKMic- 
inpj  and  completing  the.  in  every  case,  much  needed 
and  much  desired,  new  and  cnlar«:ed  tloucc  of  Prayer. 
Nor  is  it  of  small  importance  that,  before  grants  are 
made,  some  description  of  the  bnildinfi- — size,  ar- 
rangement and  probable  cost — is  rcqiiifcd  by  the 
Committee;  which  affords  an  opportunity  of  at  least 
suggesting  improvements  and  the  proveution  of  unne- 
cessary expenditure.  It  is  worthy  of  eon.-i.kration 
whether  this  deDariment  minht  not  enrjauro  tiio  attou- 
tion  of  a  Sub-committee. 

Tiio  Birihop,  at  the  request  of  the  Commiitce,  has 
furuis?licd  a  d«.'tailed  statement  of  the  number  of 
Cliarchej«  iu  Newfoundland  and  Labrador,  shewing  in 
each  Deanery,  the  number  (Ij^t)  of  those  consecrat- 
ed and  in  use,  (2)  fini^'hed  and  ready  for  consecration, 
and  (3)  iu  course  of  erection,  and  has  further  stated 
the  number  consecrated  by  hiuiselt.  as  follows:

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The  Committoo  Iiavo  learnt  wiih  much  satiafactioa 
that  tbo  Clergy mau  appoiuted  to  succeod  Mr.  I'eardon, 
in  tho  important  Incumbency  of  Sl  Mary's  Church  m 
this  Town,  has  been  employed  tor  several  years  uodor 
the  immediate  direction  of  ibe  Lord  Bishop  of  Fred* 
cricton  hia  father,  u3  Sub-dean  of  tho  Cathedral  Church, 
witli  a  Mission  in  iho  neighbourhood;  and  in  each  ca- 
pacity has  won  iho  esteem  and  regard  oftha  conj;re- 
{/ation.  Wo  doula  not  hid  Uj>pointiiiont  will  Isc  hailed 
wiih  :!alivraclion  by  bis  new  piirisr.ioneri^,  in  tiie  liop'i 
that  thc!  lori.s  ihev  have  cxpciieiiccd  in  the  removal  uf 
tht-ii-  lute  much  esteemed  puotor  will  be  speedily  re- 
paired. 

Tiie  difficulty  which  occurred  after  the  death  of 
Archdeacon  Bridge  and  the  Uov.  ^Iv.  Mountain  in  pro- 
curing a  duly  qualified  praduate  of  an  EnL'lish  Univer- 
sity, to  (ill  the  ofiices  of  Incumbent  of  tlio  Cathedral 
and  Bi.-^liop's  Conuni?:-ury,  has  been  a^aiii  csperienc* 
ed  since  tho  rcj'ijjnation  of  Archdeacon  Lowor,  and 
cbii'fly  from  ibe  same  cau.-e, — tlie  inyuUicioncv  of  t'.io 
stipend  to  induce  a  Clerpfyman  of  tlio  required 
tstandini?  and  attainments  to  leave  E;ij;land  and  settle 
with  a  family  in  this  country.  The  corr||pondenco 
which  passed  between  the  Bi.shop  nnd  two  gontlemeu 
who  in  succcsfeion  oil\rcd  tiiem.'clve!?,  has  been  shewn 
to  the  Committee,  and  while  both  deit^r.ro  thcniKtilves 
perfectly  nuti-lied  with  the  po.-iti<in  and  work,  and  ex- 
press much  rc{.',ret  in  d(elinine:  tbo  apijoiiitiut.'nt.  tho 
last  applicant  particularly,  having;  a  younfj;'  family, 
f<peaks  of  tbo  imprudence  of  lesseninp;  his  meahr>  and 
injurinp;  the  pro-pects  of  l.i«  children,  as  he  would  do  by 
accepting  Ibc  situation,  which  in  other  respects  ha?,  in 
his  view,  many  attraciions.  Tlie  Conmiittee  however 
arc  informed  that  an  unmarried  Cicriryman  is  now 
expected  by  tho  next  or  foil  jwin'jj  Mail  Packet,  who, 
from  having  occupied  a  very  similar  poaiiion  with,  and 
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ODder,  tho  Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man,  (in  whose  Dioccso 
be  has  up  to  tbia  time  resided  aa  Rector  of  Kirk 
Michael)  it  ia  hoped  and  believed  will  fill  hia  impor* 
tantaod  roaponsible  o£&ces  to  tho  satisfaction  of  tho 
Clergy  and  his  congregation,  and  to  the  honor  and 
advancement  of  our  Church  and  holy  religion, 
fle  is  a  Master  of  Arts  of  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge, and  for  several  years  was  his  Bishop's  domes- 
tic Chaplain,  until  promoted  to  the  Uuctory  of  tho 
Paritih  in  which  the  Hii^hop  rcbidns. 

Since  the  last  Auuivor>ary,  two    Students  of   tho 
Theological  College  have  been  ordained  Deacons,  and 
three  Deaons,  all  formerly  Students,  have  Deen  advanc- 
ed to  the  Priesthood ;  three  of  the  five — one  Deacon 
and  two  Priests — ratives  of  or  residents  in  the  Colony. 
These  circumstances  evince  the  great  importance  of 
maintaining  the  College  in  full  efficiency,  for  which 
purpose  it  may  be  expected  that  a  large  demand  will 
shortly  be  made  on  the  funds  of  tlie  Society,  inasmuch 
as  the  grant  of  S.  P.  G.  to  the  College  for  the  Students 
will  expire  next  year,  without  much  probability  of  its 
being  renewed.     This  was  one  of  the  objects  for  which 
the  Bisno|^in  his  last  Chargo  to  the  Clergy  insisted 
on  the  necessity  of  keeping  a  considerable  balance  in 
the  Treasurers  handn.      Its  great  importance  cannot 
bo  doubted.     Through  tho  liberaliiy  of  the  Society  for 
the   Propagation  of  the  Gospel  tho  College  has  af- 
forded  an  opportunity  to  young  men  of  this  country 
of  devoting  themselves  to  tho  service  of  tho  Church, 
by  offering  them  a  good  education  and  special  training 
for  the  Ministry,  at  little,  or  almost  no,   expense. 
Board,  lodging  and  instruction  are  all  provided  gratuit- 
ously.   And  the  great  and  encreasing  difficulty  of  ob- 
taining Clergymen  from,  or  even  in,  England,  as  well 
as  in  the  Colonies,  is  another  reason  for  holding  out 
this  opportunity  and  inducement  to  pious  and  respect- 
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tkblo  joung  men  whelher  of  tbis  couDtry  or  oth  i» 
Tdcro  ia  too  much  reason  to  fear  tliut  it  would  ha«o 
been  impossiblo  othcrwiso  to  have  kept  the  Midijions 
filled,  as  happily  at  present  they  are. 

The  Committee  arc  informed  that  one  of  tho  lately 
ordained  Deacon!)  is  en^nged  as  assistant  to  tho  Rev. 
Mr.  Blackmore  in  tho  largo  and  important  Mission  of 
Bay   Roberts,  tho  firdt  instance    it  is   believed,  of  a 
Clergyman  being  employed  as  Curate,  by  any  Mission- 
ary in  an  Outharbor.      Similar    assistance  is    much 
needed,  and  would  be  of  essential  benefit,  in  several 
other  Missions ;  benefit  to  all  parties  concerned — to  tho 
Mistionary,  his  curute  and  the  people.     But  waut  of 
means,  not  less  than  of  men,  preclude  tho  more  gene- 
ral adoption    of  this    desirable    arrangement.       The 
other  newly  ordained  has  taken  Mr.  Temple's  Mission 
of  Ferryland,  which  Mr.  Temple  has  resigned  with  tho 
disinterested,  self-denying  purpose  of  devoting  himself 
to  tho  servico  of  tho  long  neglected  fishermen  in  White 
Bay  and  tho  adjacent  parts  of  the  (so-called)  French 
Shore,  trusting  to  them,  under  Goo,  for  his  mainten- 
ance.    Tho  Committee  has  felt  peculiar  pleasure   ia 
making  him  a  (/rant  of  £25  for  tho  conMM^ccment  of 
Li.'  arduous  undertaking.     They  will  hJMRViko  pleas- 
ure in  granting  liko  assistance  to  tho  Clergyman  whom 
the  Bishop   hopes  to  send  next  year,  under  similar 
circumstances,  to  tho  Bay  of  Islands  and  other  harbors 
on  the  Western  Shore,  equally  needing  and  desiring 
the  ministrations  of  tho  Church.     Tho  Churchmen  of 
Oroenspond  and  Hearts  Content  who  took  upon  them- 
selves  to  support  respectively  their  "Clergyman,  (he  on 
his  part  relinquishing  his  claim  to  stipend  paid  by  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  tho  Gospel  for  the  poor- 
er and  distant   parts   of  his  Mission,)  are  fulfilling 
their  engagements,  to  tho  benefit  and  blessin^  of  them- 
selves not  less,  (may  we  not  say  even  more  f)  than  of 
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their  poor  nuij^hboura.  To  caih  ofllio  two  now  Mi?i' 
sions  t'ormed  from  and  in  that  of  Green 'purui  tlio  C'>in 
niittco  littvo  plcdired  tlio  S-^cicty  to  tlio  estmit  of  £G0 
yearly.  This  U  a  i*<iit^\,  tlioui^h  small,  begi.minir,  and 
nutiiinj;  prevents  llie  oxtonsio.j  of  wiinilar  boncfi'-s  to 
many  otiier  parts  of  the  Diocese,  equully  in  need,  but 
the  insulliuicney  of  ihe  moans  at  tliu  dispo:!ul  of  tho 
Coinmittco,  and  tlio  s;\d  cortaiaty  lluvt  llio  rcduition 
already  coninioncod  by  tlio  Socii-'ty  for  llie  Propij-ition 
of  the  Gospel  in  thi.i  as  in  ollior  C  »)'inial  Dioceses, 
(thouji;]!  in  this  much  les.i  rapiJl/  and  extensively  than 
in  most  otiiers,)  will  be  carried  on,  lo  an  extent  which 
will  fequire  far  "greater  exertioni,  than  are  at  present 
used  to  maintain  tho  cxistinaj  iMi^sioua.  Moreover 
half  tho  stipend  whicii  tho  Bishop  at  present  receives 
from  homo,  will,  alter  his  removal  bo  withdrawn. 
Tho  Society  will  it  is  hoped,  perceive  and  ac- 
knowledge  that  it  is  a  n\atter  of  duty  on  tho  part  of 
tho  Committeo  to  look  onward  to  these  various  de- 
mands and  dilficultios,  and  to  temper  Christian  zeal 
with  Christian  prudenoc,  in  the  management  of  tho  fundi 
placed  at  their  disposal. 

Tho  3|flj||y  must  a<:;ain  bo  reminded  that  there  aro 
etill  maiUPnssions  far  too  extensive  to  bo  properly 
niinisterod  to  by  one  Clcrijjv  man,  ami  f^rcutly  need- 
inij  to  be  divided,  or  Hu').diviJod, — Trinity,  with  ftvo 
Churches  and  a  sixth  in  progress,  and  a  consi- 
derable population  attached  to  each, — Harbor  Buf- 
fet, with  five  Churches,  all  on  diCFaront  Islands,  and 
several  other  stations,  some  of  them  40  or  50  miles 
from  tho  residcnco  of  tho  Missionary,  and  making  ne- 
cessary a  circuit  of  upwards  of  LOO  miles,  all  to  be  per 
forra3d  in  a  boat, — ^toreton's  Harbor  with  four  Church- 
es finished  and  conaocratod,  two  others  ready  for  con. 
iocration,  and  one  advancinf?  towards  completion, 
(seven  Fn  all)  scattered  along  70  or  80  miloa  of  peri* 
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louj  coast,  ai  our  poor  Soaler.i  liavo  t!ii<  year  learnt  tl 
their  cost,  iii  wlioso  .•^uH'tjiiii'^s  ftiid  loas^os  wo  liavo  great 
Oauso  to  sympatliizo.  Tlii»s(»,  and  otiujr  Mi.-aion?*  (as 
tliodo  of  ForUiiio  IJay  aii'i  H'r.iiit  140  Hav)  suarccly 
Ic.43  extensive  and  pi>pulou;<,  luudiv  call  lir  tlic  relief 
whicli  lia.s  l)ocn,  in  a  moasiiro,  cxteuJod  to  Heart's  Con* 
tout  and  G'oo/jsp ouil,  t'lou^U  in  iho  former  of  tlicso 
there  are  still  four  Churched;  and  in  tliq  litter  three. 
A  U'w  extructd  from  thu  Aiiiiual  Hopoi  t  of  the  ^lij;si- 
oiiary  ot  Morutou's  Harbor  t>  the  rircretary  of  the 
Society  for  the  l*ropiij;aiioa  of  tho  (}o8;)ul  will  fur- 
nish some  idea  of  tho  nature  and  ditncullies  of  that 
uuv/ieldly  and  porilom  Mi^siion.

•'  I  i).*<»  to  enolose  the  aiinml  statlslloal  return,  for  the  Missiofi 
of  N'jtie  Dame  Bay. 

'•  1  was  appointed  to  thii  MIs.sioii  In  June  la<!t.  Upon  my  arri- 
val I  was  anxious  to  visit  the  remoler  station*,  whicli  can  only  bo 
visited  durinj;  ihe  summer  month'*,  but  there  appeared  then,  not 
the  sli);hle!it  chance  ot  my  doinir  so.  In  consequence  of  the  immen.<re 
quantity  of  ice  Hoaiin;*  ibout,  navigation  was  suspended  until  nearly 
tne  middle  of  July.  One  morninnf  whilst  debatin;;  how  to  proceed, 
I  discovered  the  tall  masts  of  a  Man>of-\Var  lying  St  anchor  in  our 
little  harbour.  I  found  that  it  was  the  s.».  Vesuvius,  and  that  her 
Captain  had  taken  refuge,  being  unable  to*i}roceed  Northward,  in 
thi-s  peaceful  haven.  Having  expressed  my  wishes  to  Captain  Ha- 
milton, to  viAit  the  Cape  Shore,  the  northern  part  of  the  Hay,  he 
very  kindly  offered  to  touch  at  Shoe  Cove,  and  land  me.  This  was 
an  offer  which  I  thankfully  and  gratefully  accepted.  As  it  appeared 
doubtful  when  the  ice  would  clear  away  sufficiently  to  permit  our 
putting  out  to  sea,  and  as  I  was  living  three  miles  from  this  place, 
the  Captain  pressed  me  to  take  up  my  quarters  on  board.  Accord- 
ingly I  went  on  board  at  an  early  hour  on  Wednesday  morning,  (the 
7tb  July),  the  day  passed,  and  the  wind,  an  night  came  on,  freshened 
from  the  B.W.,  driving  the  ice  off  land.  The  following  day,  early  ia 
the  morning,  orders  were  given  to  "  get  up  steam."  At  10  A.M., 
just  as  we  were  ready  to  sail,  the  wind  suddenly  changed  in  qq 
oppojute  direction,  bringing  in  the  ice  very  raj^idly.  Trusting  that  he 
would  gel  along  under  thu  lard,  the  Captain  put  to  sea,  but  the  ice 
•anie  in  so  quickly  that  it  waa  iai^jossible  to  proceed j  so  we  bad  i& 
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tun  down  rXji'oiu  Wxy  iiwi  miolior,  for  tli.il  und  the  following  day 
at  I'oferN  Ann,  lurty  miles  t'lirtliiT  from  my  de'-liiialion  tliuii  wlicn 
we  Karicd  ii  the  morning'.  On  .Satmd.ty  llio  lOtli,  at  4  A.M.,  wo 
tiiudu  a  si'coM't  atU'inpt  nt  pioccLMlin^^  on  our  jonniuy,  ond  nficr 
nL'ViTul  delayx,  iln'ou^u  l\)'^  and  ici',  I  was  l.iiulod  at  Ciii)L'  Julin, 
six  miles  from  Slioi?  Cove,  wlioii'jo  llio  Coast.  (Juaid  kindly  cotive\''d 
mo  lo  Slioo  C'ovu  llial  i.vcniii;,'.  1  nriiv(;d  thoiu  jn^i  in  "timo  lo' let 
the  go;)d  people  Uni»\y  lint  tlitio  would  bo  Divine  Service  in  their 
now  Church  on  ihe  monow. 

"  A  few  M'ords  al)out  Shoe  Covo  atid  its  ponplo  may  be  intpresf* 
ingf.  Fir.Ht  as  lo  the  former,  ll  pre-cnls  a  barren  und  inhospitable  ap« 
pearaiice.  Huge  rocks  ri>iii^'  almost  perpendicularly  out  of  tho  deep 
preen  water*,  and  tmverin;,'  to  tho  liei;,'ht  of  six  or  seven  hundred 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  ^en.  'I'ho  «ea  dashes  and  roars  at  the  base 
of  these  rocks.  It  is  a  mau'uilhent  ond  glorious  hight  to  watch  the 
billows  heaving  in  with  tlio  mi;;lny  power  they  do.  Tho  first  \iew 
of  Shoe  Cove  ^especially  if  lakr-n  from  tho  sea)  inspires  the  visiter 
with  awe,  rather  than  love  or  i)luasure.  Ashore  we  find  nothinj?  which 
gpeuUf*  a  good  word  for  it.  ileru  and  there  a  rough  pot-Uo  garden 
(or  perhaps  an  apology  f'jrone,  is  the  mos».  fitting  way  of  speaking). 
It  seems  a  wonder  how  people  can  be  content  to  live  in  such  a  place. 
Yet  notwithstanding  the  want  of  all  natural  altrfiction,  the  place  has 
its  attractions  both  for  the  inhabitants  and  the  Clergyman.  To  the 
former,  those  deep  waters  often  times  yield  a  rich  harvest.  This  is 
the  incentive  to  live  there.  Every  available  spot  of  ground  is  now 
occupied  bv  fiihermen.  To  the  Clergyman  the  attraciiveneas  of  Shoe 
Cove  consists  in  thi*,  viz. — tho  people  have  generous  hearts  and 
right  gladly  do  they  welcome  tho  messenger  of  glad  tidings 
W.thout  any  foreign  aid  they  have  erected  a  Church  at  a  cost  of  nearly. 
£300,  and  a  Lay-lleader  holding  the  Bishop's  License,  oiHciatesrlur- 
my  absence.  We  are  hoping  his  Lordship  the  Bishop,  will  conje- 
crate  it  during  his  n^t  Visitation.  There  are  no  people  in  the 
Misfion  more  desirous  and  willing  to  contribute  to  their  Clergy- 
man's support,  and  also  to  subscribe  to  the  local  charities,  than 
these.  During  my  two  sojourns  at  Shoe  Cove,  I  was  highly  grati- 
fied by  observing  the  quiet  and  attentive  demeanour  of  the  people 
in  Church,  and  the  great  reverence  they  paid  to  the  Service.  I  held 
two  full  Services  in  the  Church,  and  in  the  evening  baptized  privately 
two  infants.  On  the  following  day  (Monday),  I  visited  the  daily 
School,  and  found  the  children  progressing  favourably^  Several 
were  able  to  read  with  tolerable  accuracy  nortions  of  the  Now  Tes- 
tament, and  had  some  knowledge  of  the  Church  Catechism.  Low 
B1  this  standard  of  education  appears  to  bo,  it  is  far  more  advanced 
than  it  was  two  years  nf^n,  wh^n  f^carrciy  one  (and,  nlas.  perhaps 
not  one)  of  the  riMii.^  frcMU'ratlun  ooiild  li  'ccv.i  h'Jwnj;!  A  an)  U.' 
There  is  work — hu.d  work — to  bo  done  huie — rough  ground  lo  Le 
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hirrowed,  ero  the  "word"  rnn  be  nown  wiih  nny  siipccss.  Contfm* 
|)!»tiii;j:  llje  (  ajjc  Slioie  ii<i  an  extensive  li.'iil  lor  Missionary  lal)our 
and  tutcrjnise,  otui  is  forcibly  ivtnindid  ot  llio.'e  wordn  ••  Lilt  up 
your  eyes,  and  looli  on  llio  lields ;  for  tliey  uro  nhitJ  already  to 
harvest  "  I  ssliould  rejoice,  luul  I  am  muio  our  >;ood  llis,l.o|)  would 
too,  if  anci^l.L-r  CIcMgymau  wcru  located  Homuwlkcio  or  olhor  on 
the  Shore. 

•*  At  twelve  (noon)  I  left  Slioo  Cove,  two  stout  lads  takiiij;  mo  in 
a  boat,  for  llour.d  llaibour,  eilliii;^  at  IJcavci*  and  Tilt  Cove,  wlice 
1  faid  I'rayers  and  baptized  two  iiifatitc.  As  we  lOjed  into  ]loutid 
Harbour,  Mr.  Ciioinbs,  an  old  Knpjli.slimau,  and  a  most  zealous 
Cliurchman,  cair.o  down  to  llic  wliaif  and  uvM  cordially  {^leeted, 
an(l  at  once  took  nie  to  liii  house,  wherf)  1  was  very  liospitiib'y  entt  r- 
tained.  Next  niorainji;  ut  iiinu  I  iield  full  Scrvict'  in  lils  hilcbep, 
wliicli  was  crowded  to  execs'^.

Mavin;;  a^ain  j()'.ncd  ni 
j.nblic  Wcnslii]),  r.nd  bnjjtizcd  anoll»er  infant,  my  leiviccs  weio 
required  by  a  couple  desiro'is  of  heiii;: joined  logetlur  m  Holy  .Malii- 
liiony.  After  jieifurmiuj;  this  ceiemony,  1  concluded  tlie  >ervic'ts  ui 
the  day  liy  family  prajer.  1  was  as  you  may  imiijjine,  liicd  and 
worn  out  by  the  exce.ss  ol  duty  I  l.nd  to  do.  Next  nunninj;  1  h)U' 4 
it  impo.ssible  '.o  };er  away  laTcio  I  had  ayain  hi  Id  i^eiviie;  and  wl.vn 
at  last  I  dill  leave,  it  was  with  I  lie  most  prcssinjj  iuvilulioa  to  rtluru 
a;*  sppiHlily  as  pos-ilile  and  remain  lon<»er. 

"The  name  welcome  fjri'.ted  me  at  Indian  I'urjinfi;  Place.  I  Held 
Service  lierc  in  the  lolt  of  a  fish-store.  The  cd(  ur  (;f  the  H>b,  the 
lieat  of  the  iiliice,  coiiil)ined  with  the  mu>quilo  liiics,  Uhdeicd  it 
nnvthiuj;  liul  ))'earar,t  for  peojile  or  Mi;  istir.  Paj  tized  .'■everal  in- 
fants and  celebrated  ])ivine  .'■L'lvice  ihriet.  Fitnn  Indian  Piiiyii';!^ 
place,  1  proceeded  to  Nipper's  Harbor  (so  called  and  not  ui.('i\-erv- 
edly,  from  the  numbers  of  those  voracimis  insects  which  infest  tlio 
place).  This  plaoe  n>a!;ea  some  jjrelensions  to  a  very  smi;^  lililo 
liahor,  where  ve-sels  of  a  f-mall  tonm'.^o  wdl  iiad  a  .setuie  haven. 
There  is  also  a  small  Church  which  hrt>  ju<t  been  completed,  iiut 
alas!  the  building?  is  far  too  small.  TIjc  le-ult  is  it  is  ciowded  to 
excess,  and  some  ^et  no  admit!;nico,  but  are  ()hli(li:((l  to  conifnt 
themselves  !)y  standin;;  outside,  (:vpo>ed  to  the  si-oielnn<;  ia\s  of  ijn..

On  the  folhuvini;  day  (Memhr, )  I 
contrived  to  visit  Kogne's  Harbour,  where  I  held  Service,  and  in  the 
c\ening  Stocking  Harbor,  hoplnfj  to  be  jiut  on  to  the  next  station  the 
same  evening.  And  here  such  a  sense  of  loneliness',  nay  wretched- 
ness came  over  me  that  I  had  never  before  experienced.     Missionary

sleep,  but  elefp — that  was  out  of  tin*  qniv-.tion.  The  musqniloes 
most  grievously  tormented  tne,  so  that  witli  the  grey  dawn,  X  rono 
from  my  Itard  Isd,  and  wandered  out  in  the  cool  and  refreshing 
morning  breeze.  At  0  A.  M.,  ijuplizcd  an  infant,  and  a  man  and  a 
boy  put  me  across  to  Kin;^'s  Cove,  licve.  I  hold  service  ancJ  baptiz- 
ed an  infant,  I  hurried  on  to  Thrfe  Arms  Island,  and  Mr,  WtlU'a 
tlie  chief  i»lanter  did  ail  in  his  power  to  turiher  my  views  l;y  giving 
up,  and  pre])aiing  tiie  be^t  room  he  had  in  his  liouse,  whicii  M'as 
R(i(»n  ci'owdel  to  excess,  i  di.l  liot.  bipiizf  any  infants  dming  tbi^ 
Service;  giving  the  prcforeuce  to  the  Sieivice  I  held  on  the  morrow 
Wednesday  came,  and  with  it  a  bright  day,  and  (is  1  waited  till  the 
boats  came  in  from  sta)  I  had  a  g)od,co!igiegrtion.  Smeral  intants 
Wr;re  banilzed,  a'ld  I  procyedfd  immediately  after  Service  to  baptize 
one  pvivatwly  ivarly  on  Tiiur-day  moitiin^'  I  was  loustd  by  niy 
host,  wim  came  to  inform  me  thai  the  "'rruo  IJiue'  (a  ^^.■ho,oner 
in  which  I  had  bepii  ])romisc-d  a  jias^age)  was  coming  uj)  the 
harbor  and  had  sent  a  h')iu  ashore  for  me.

As  the  men  in  the  ba.i)i)r  were  very  much  en- 
gacr>'d  the  d  ly  1  arrived,  1  dc'ined  il  IjvUer  todeier  hiildinsf  any  ser- 
vice in  the  Cluircb  until  next  day,  cmjjloving  the  liine  that  ieterveneil 
in  vi^itini^.  Friday  r;im''  l)riM;.'i;i:j  wiili  it.  g  oiioos  wealiier.  and  con- 
pHqueii'ly  mv  C)n;rre;.':uin;T  wa^  very  much  !ai;jjcr  ii;an  1  had  anticipat- 
ed. Mo'-niiifj  and  A'lei'nnon  Sc.vifc — at  llie  latter  several  infants 
were  bap'ized,  and  lhcr'>  uou!d  have  liet'ii  nnny  nioie  had  the  par- 
ents been  at  home.  At  4  ^.  M..  1  left  in  a  la'ge  l)n,ti  f.ir  Lf^•nll;l'J 
Tickles  [i  distance  of  14  miles  j  and  arrived  ai  n-'ini;,  tiied  and  hun- 
gry; lnvit>!»  had  a  shor'  night's  re^t  and  no  Ineidd'asl  I lei'me.  I  start- 
ed'.    Held  Service  at  5  P.  M.  ili-^  same  dav   [Fe'lival  of  St    Janu

in  the  Church,  and  twice  the  following  day,  wuii  eeveial  [jj  b.ipti.sms 
and  one  churching, 

"  Monday  I  was  not  well,  but  the  following  day  pushed  on  to  New

lowliijf  day  at  11  A.M.,  when  1  had  two  bnptisms,  and  at  6  P.M., called 
at  Diacli  inland,  held  Strvice  a'ld  b;iptised  one  infant.  A  crew  put 
me  on  to  Morotnn's  Harbor,  and  after  an  ab"=ence  of  more  than  thres 
weeks  I  nm  restored  in  safety  to  my  owtihome. 

*•  A  leci'uit  of  ihiHP  wep'<.«  wasaU  thai  I  ventured  to  tn.k'*,  and  neiji- 
inc; the  op;)ori unity  aif>;(i'.'d  me  ')V  a  .schooiior  {^oinjj  in  the  Bay,  I 
d'lermii.i'd  to  visit  my  flock  witliout  any  delay.  1  was  (M;j[ht  weeks 
acco'viplishiii'j  this  second  visilntim.

1. — Till]  Xr':\VFnu::DLAND  Church  Socirty'h  Special 
Fund,  foi'  a.K?i^tiii;jj  tlio  Widowd  and  Orp'miis  of  Uo- 
ccancd  Clor^ryinon  of  iho  Dioecao  of  N(!wfi)'iM(ll  uid, 
shall  con=-i-t(>C  ull  innuie.-j  piiid  to  the  Treasurer  of  tho 
SSooicty  for  that  objoct. 

2. — The  Committoo  of  tho  Church  Society  shall  have 
the  nianiiircinont  of  the  Fimd. 

3 — Every  Hundred  Pounds  of  available  surplus 
shall  be  invested  by  tho  Cotnmiitee  as  opportunitica 
occur.  Sinnllor  f-'ims  dhiiU  bo  deposited  ovory  quarter 
ill  the  Savinr.^'  l»ank.

13. — Tho  pon-'ions  shall  bo  paid  half-yearly  by  tho 
BibUop's  order  oo  tho  Treasurer  on  tho  liritt  of  Jaau- 
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ary  and  6rat  of  July.  The  first  payment  to  be  calculate 
cd  for  the  iatorval  (roin  the  husband's  death  to  tlio 
day  of  payment. 

14. — It  a  Clergyman,  having  joined  the  Fund  after 
the  24:th  June  1863,  removes  from  tiio  diocese  after 
having  served  less  than  fourteen  years,  ills  connexioiv 
with  the  fund  shall  cease,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  baclc  half  the  amount  of  tlie  annual  subscrip- 
tions he  has  paid.  If  he  removes  after  having  serv. 
cd  fourteen  years  and  less  than  twenty-one  years,  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  connexion  with  the  Fund 
by  paying  an  annual  AU>)8Ci-iption  of  six  pounds,  or  nine 
pounds  if  residing  within  the  tropics;  or  ho  may  re- 
ceive back  half  his  annual  subscriptions,  upon  which 
his  connexion  with  the  Fund  shaill  cea^e.  If  he  re- 
moves after  having  served  twenty-one  years,  he  shall 
be  allowud  to  remain  in  connexion  with  the  Fund  by 
payin';an  annual  subscription  of  Five  pounds,  or  seven 
pounds  ten  shillings  if  residing  within  the  tropics:  or 
he  may  receive  back  three  fourths  of  hi^  annual  sub- 
scriptions, upon  which  his  connexion  with  the  Fund 
shall  cease.  All  Clergymen  in  connexion  with  the 
Fund  previous  to  the  24th  June,  1863,  to  be  governed 
by  the  original  Rule  14  thereof. 

15. — A  yearly  statement  of  the  Treasurer's  account 
with  this  Fund  shall  be  published  with  the  Society's 
Report. 

16. — None  of  the  above  Rules  shall  be  altered,  or 
repealed  except  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Church 
Society,  and  alter  a  full  years  notice  to  the  members 
of  the  proposed  change.
